AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA, SITTING AS THE ENVIRONMENTAL 
CONTROL BOARD, ESTABLISHING EMISSION 
STANDARDS FOR B I OHAZARDOUS WASTE 
INCINERATION FACILITIES, LOCATED IN PALM 
BEACH COUNTY; PROVIDING FOR SHORT TITLE 
AND APPLICABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
AUTHORITY; PROVIDING FOR DEFINITIONS; 
PROVIDING FOR GENERAL PROVISIONS FOR 
LICENSING; PROVIDING FOR SPECTEIC 
PROVISIONS FOR LICENSING; PROVIDING FOR 
DUMP STACK PROVISIONS; PROVIDING FOR 
CONTINUOUS EMISSIONS MONITORING-QUALITY 
ASSURANCE AND QUALITY CONTROL; PROVIDING 
FOR RECORD KEEPING; PROVIDING FOR

WHEREAS, uncontrolled emissions from biohazardous waste 
incineration facilities (BWIF) contain heavy metal particulate 


matter, polychlorinated dibenzo-p-dioxins and polchlorinated 


dibenzofurans, acid gases, and toxic fly ash; and 


WHEREAS, said uncontrolled emissions can enter the food 
chain through contact with soils, surface waters, and 
groundwater; and whereas inhalation or ingestion of such 
emissions can cause health problems such as respiratory 
disease, neurological disorders, birth defects, cancer and 


other serious illness in humans; and 


WHEREAS, exposure to toxic heavy metais, especially 
mercury, is potentially harmful to many threatened and 


endangered species, including the Florida Panther; and 


WHEREAS, fly ash and bottom or grate ash resulting from 
incineration in such facilities may contain high 


concentrations of heavy metals and other toxic substances. 
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creates the possibility of premature closing of existing 
landfills, or diminishes the capacity of existing landfills, 
leaching of toxic compounds into the groundwater, and 


unnecessary demand for new landfills; 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Environmental Control Act, 
Chapter 77-616, Special Act, Laws of Florida, as amended, 
established the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners as the Palm Beach County Environmental Control 
Board and authorizes said Board to adopt, revise, and amend 
appropriate ordinances and rules necessary for the 
implementation and effective enforcement, administration and 


interpretation of the provisions of the Act. 


NOW, THEREFORE, be it ordained by the Board of County 


Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida that: 


SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE AND APPLICABILITY 
1.01 This Ordinance shall be known as the "Palm 
Beach County Biohazardous Waste Incineration Facility 


Ordinance." 


1.02 The recitations set forth in the "WHEREAS" 
paragraphs above are incorporated by reference herein as 
legislative findings of fact upon which this Ordinance is 


based. 


1.03 All provisions of this Ordinance shall be 
effective within the unincorporated and incorporated areas of 


Palm Beach County, Florida. 


1.04 This Ordinance shall be liberally construed to 


effect the purpose set forth herein. 
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Lt tris Ordinance shall apply to all new, 
modified and exisiting Siohazardous Waste Incineration 
Facilities (BWIF). New or modified BWIFs shall comply with 
this Ordinance before operation may commence. Existing BWIFs 
shall comply with this Ordinance within twelve (12) months of 


the effective date of this Ordinance. 


SECTION 2.. -AUTHORITY 
2.01 This Ordinance is adopted under the authority 
of the Palm Beach County Environmental Control Act, Chapter 


77-616, Special Act, Laws of Florida, as amended. 


2.92 IÐ accordance with the existing local program 
agreement between tre Palm Beach County Public Health Unit and 
the Department of Environmental Rezulation, this Ordinance is 


adopted pursuant to Secticn 493.122, Florida Statutes. 


SECTION 3. DEFINITIONS 
The detinirions set forth in 17-2.100, Florida 
Administrative Code, are adopted and incorporated herein and 


shall apply to the provisions of this regulation; however, 


where a word or phase is definec in this section, that 
definition shall appis to this reguiation to the exclusion of 
the definition of the same word or phrase in 17-2.100. The 


following words and phases when used in this regulation shall, 
unless content clearly indicates otherwise, have the following 
meanings: 

(a) Acceptable Ambient Concentration (AAC): ERIS PS 
the concentration to which a specific compound 
shall be reduced at ambient levels that will not 
result in a greater than cne-in-a-million chance of 
causing any human cancer after 70 continuous years 
of exposure. The AACs cadmium, chromium, lead, 


mercury enc dioxins are provided in Appendix B. 
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(b) 


Biohazardous Waste: Any solid waste or liquid 
waste which may present a threat of infection to 
humans. The term includes, but is not limited to, 
non-liquid human tissue and body parts; laboratory 
and veterinary waste which contains human-disease 
causing agents; discarded sharps; human blood, 
human blood products and body fluids. The 


following are also included: 


(i) Used absorbent materials such as bandages, 
gauzes, or sponges supersaturated, having the 
potential to drip or splash, with blood or 
body fluids from areas such as operating 
rooms, delivery rooms, trauma centers, 
emergency rooms or autopsy rooms; 

(ii) Devices which retain visible blood adhering to 
inner surfaces after use and ringing such as 
intravenous tubing, hemodialysis filters, and 
catheters. Medical devices used in the 
treatment of hepatitis B virus or human 
immunodeficiency virus of suspected or 
positive patients shall be segregated as 
biohazardous waste; and 

(iii) Other contaminated solid waste materials which 
represent a significant risk of infection 
because they are generated in medical 
facilities which care for persons suffering 
from diseases requiring strict isolation 
criteria and listed by the United States 
Department of Health and Human Services 
Center for Disease Control, "CDC Guideline fc 
Isolation Precautions in Hospitals

Biohazardous Waste Incineration Facility (BWIF): 
One or more incinerators located on one or more 
contiguous or adjacent properties, operated or 
utilized for the disposal or treatment of 
biohazardous waste, and owned or operated by the 
same person (or by persons under common control). 
Continuous Emissions Monitoring (CEM) System: All 
equipment used to calibrate, sample, condition (if 
applicable), and analyze air emissions, or used to 
provide a permanent record of emissions or process 
parameters. 

Dioxins: The term "dioxins" shall mean total tetra 
through octachlorinated dibenzo-p-dioxins (PCDD) 
and dibenzofurans (PCDF). 

Emission: The discharge or release into the 
atmosphere of one or more air pollutants. 

Emission Limiting Standard: Any restriction 
established in or pursuant to a regulation adopted 
by this Ordinance which limits the quantity, rate, 
concentration or opacity of any pollutant released, 
allowed to escape or emitted, whether intentionally 
or unintentionally, into the atmosphere, including 
any restriction which prescribes equipment, sets 
fuel specifications, or prescribes operation or 
maintenance procedures for a source to assure 
emission reduction or control. 

Existing Source: Any BWIF in existence and 
possessing valid Florida Department of 
Environmental Regulation air construction and air 
operating permits prior to the effective date of 
this Ordinance. 

Health Unit: HRS/Palm Beach County Public Health 
Unit. 

Heavy Metals: Cadmium, chromium, lead, and mercury 


and their related compounds. 
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(k) Incinerator: A combustion apparatus designed for 
the ignition and burning of solid, semi-solid, 
liquid, or gaseous combustible wastes. 

(1) Modified Source: Any existing BWIF that has, or 
intends to make any physical changes to the 
incinerator and/or equipment or incineration 
process that would result in increased emission of 
pollutants or an increase in the charging capacity. 

(m) New Source: any BWIF that is not an "existing" 
source. 

(n) Owner/Operator: Any person or entity who or which 
owns, leases, operates, controls, or supervises a 
stationary source. 

(o) Person: An individual, firm; partnership, 

corporation, association, executor, administrator, 

trustee or other legal entity, whether singular, or 
plural, masculine or feminine, as the context may 
require. 

(p) Stack: A pipe, duct, chimney, or other 
functionally equivalent device that confines and 
conveys air pollutants from a source or group of 
sources into the atmosphere through an emission 
point designed to discharge air pollutants into the 


atmosphere. 


SECTION 4. GENERAL PROVISIONS FOR LICENSING 
4.01 All BWIFs must receive an initial letter of 
approval and an annual license from the Health Unit, to 


operate an air pollution source in Palm Beach County. Failure 


to meet these requirements shall constitute a violation of 


this Ordinance. 


4.02 Every BWIF shall renew its license on an 
annual basis. All BWIF licenses expire at the end of the 


calendar year. 
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4.903 New and modified BWIFs shall submit an 
application for approval and licensing and receive approval 


from the Health Unit prior to any construction. 


4.04 Within six (6) months of the effective date of 
this Ordinance, existing BWIFs shall submit a completed 


application for approval and licensing to the Health Unit. 


4.05 The application shall be signed and sealed by 
a professional engineer, registered in the State of Florida 
and shall contain the following information, including, but 
not limited to: 
(a) facility name 
(b) facility location 
(c) mame of the owner 
(d) name of the BWIF operator 
(e) list of all county and state permits and 
licenses required which have been issued to 
the BWIF 
(£f) list of all contractors providing services or 
equipment to the BWIF 
(g) zoning approval for the location of the BWIF 


(h) technical information regarding the BWIF. 


4.96 An applicant seeking approval and annual air 
pollution license for the construction of a new BWIF shall 
complete a background verification questionnaire as a 
prerequisite to licensure. Failure to provide accurate and 
up-to-date information on the background verification 
questionnaire may result in the denial or revocation of a BWIF 


air license. 


4.07 Upon a change of ownership of a BWIF, the new 


owner shall complete a background verification questionnaire. 
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4.08 Upon receipt of a completed application for a 
new, modified or existing BWIF, the Health Unit shall have 
ninety (90) days to take final action on the application, 
unless this period is tolled in writing by the applicant. 
Failure of the Health Unit to take final action within 90 days 
will result in the approval of the proposed BWIF provided that 


the BWIF operate in accordance with this Ordinance. 


4.09 New and modified BWIFs shall be issued a 
letter of approval for the specified construction activity 
provided the proposed BWIF has indicated in the application 
that it shall be capable of operating in accordance with this 
Ordinance. Upon completion of the construction activity, the 
applicant shall notify the Health Unit by certified mail that 
the BWIF is complete, meets all applicable rules and 
regulations, and is ready to operate in Palm Beach County. 
Within 14 days of receipt of this letter, the Health Unit 
shall conduct a final construction site inspection. An 
inspection deemed satisfactory by the Health Unit shall be a 
condition precedent to the issuance of the annual license to 
operate a BWIF in Palm Beach County. An inspection deemed 
unsatisfactory by the Health Unit shall require the applicant 
to correct any and all conditions that do not meet the 


provisions of this Ordinance. 


4.10 An existing BWIF shall be issued a letter of 
approval provided the complete application indicates full 
compliance with this Ordinance. The letter of approval shall 
state that the facility shall be permitted to operate in Palm 
Beach County and that the facility shall obtain an annual 
license to operate an air pollution source from the Health 


Unit. 


4.11 The issuance of any letter of approval and/or 


license based upon false information, as contained in the 
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application or background verification questionnaire, may 
result in the revocation or denial of said letter of approval 


and/or license. 


4.12 An annual renewal license may be issued to all 


BWIFs which meet the requirements listed hereinbelow: 


(a) the BWIFs are in compliance with this 
Ordinance, and 

(b) the BWIFs provide quarterly CEM data 
summary reports to the Health Unit, and 

(c) the BWIFs meet all applicable emission 
standards, and 


(d) the BWIFs pay the renewal license fee. 


BWIFs which annually meet the requirements listed 
hereinabove may be issued renewal licenses. BWIFs not meeting 
these standards must comply with the requirements’ listed 


hereinabove before a license is renewed. 


4.13 The Health Unit may revoke any license for a 


BWIF that is not in compliance with this Ordinance. 


4.14 Upon submission of an application, applicants 
for new or modified BWIFs shall publish notice of such intent 
to construct or modify a BWIF. The form and content of this 


notice is provided for in Appendix A, attached hereto. 


The requirements for said publication of notice 

shall be as follows: 

(a) The notice shall be published one time, at the 
owner's expense, and shall be published no 
later than fourteen (14) days after the 
submission of a completed application to the 


Health Unit.

SECTION 5. 


The notice shall be published in the legal 
section of a newspaper with the largest 
general circulation in the area affected, 
meeting the requirements of Section 50.011 and 
50.031, F.S., within the county where the 
activity will take place. 

This notice shall be in the form of an 
advertisement and shall be no smaller than 1/8 
of one page. 

The applicant shall provide proof of 
publication to the Health Unit within seven 
days of publication. Failure to publish the 
notice and provide proof of publication within 
the allotted time may result in the denial of 


the license. 


4.15 Denial of a license to operate a BWIF may occur 


if a BWIF fails to meet the criteria set forth in this

All BWIFs in this category shall conduct 
emissions compliance tests for the following pollutants with 
the corresponding frequency. Carbon monoxide, particulate 
matter, hydrochloric acid, and opacity test results shall not 
exceed the Emission Limiting Standards of this section for a 
BWIF to be in compliance with this Ordinance. Heavy metal and 
dioxin test results shall be used to perform the required Air 
Dispersion Model. The results of this modeling shall 
demonstrate that the maximum predicted concentrations of these 
pollutants shall not exceed the Acceptable Ambient 


Concentrations (AACs) listed in Appendix B, attached hereto.

All BWIFs in this category shall conduct 
emission compliance tests for the following pollutants with 
the corresponding frequency. Carbon monoxide, particulate 
matter, hydrochloric acid, opacity, and sulfur dioxide test 
results shall not exceed the Emission Limiting Standards of 
this section for a BWIF to be in compliance with this 
Ordinance. Heavy metal and dioxin test results shall be used 
to perform the required Air Dispersion Model. The results of 
this modeling shall demonstrate that the maximum ambient 
predicted concentrations of these pollutants shall not exceed 
the Acceptable Ambient Concentrations (AACs) listed in 
Appendix B, attached hereto. If the results of the ash test 
indicate this material to be "hazardous", the ash shall be 


properly disposed of as hazardous waste.

All BWIFs in this category shall have a 
minimum two second residence time at 1800 degrees Fahrenheit 
in the secondary (or last) combustion chamber of the 


incinerator. 


SECTION 6. DUMP STACK PROVISIONS 
6.91 All BWIFs with dump stacks shall not operate 
in the bypass mode for more than one half of one percent of 


the total annual allowable hours of operation. 


6.02 All BWIFs greater than 1,000 pounds per hour 
charging rate shall be prohibited from designs that use dump 


stacks to bypass air pollution control equipment. 


SECTION 7. AIR DISPERSION MODELING 
ae. Applicants for existing, modified, or new 
BWIFs shall perform Air Dispersion Modeling for heavy metals 
and dioxins. Additional modeling for heavy metals and dioxins 
shall be performed upon completion of each required emissions 
compliance stack test and the results submitted as part of the 
Emissions Compliance Stack Test Report. This report shall be 


received by the Health Unit within 45 days of the date tested. 


7.02 The Air Dispersion Model shall be the EPA 
SCREEN model, in accordance with the approved EPA "Guidance on 
Air Quality Models" (EPA 540/2-78-@27). On a case by case 


basis, the Health Unit may approve alternate models. 


7.93 Air Dispersion Modeling parameters shall 


include, but not be limited to: 


(a) Receptor location and affected population 

(b) Selection of full meteorological 
conditions 

(c) Building and terrain influence 
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(da) Short and long term impact 

(e) Actual emission compliance test data and 
pollutant emission rates must be used for 
the incinerator operating input 
parameters 

(f) For modeling purposes, the total dioxin 
emission rate shall be multiplied by a 
factor of (9.05) for conversion into the 
toxic 2,3,7,8 dioxin equivalent. 


7.04 The maximum one-hour predicted concentrations 
(PC) from the SCREEN model shall be converted to an annual 
average predicted ambient concentration (PAC) by the following 
formula: 
PAC = (PC) x (0.025) 
The predicted ambient concentration (PAC) for a pollutant must 
be less than the corresponding acceptable ambient 


concentration (AAC) listed in Appendix B. 


SECTION 8. CONTINUOUS EMISSIONS MONITORING (CEM) -—QUALITY 
ASSURANCE AND QUALITY CONTROL 
8.01 All existing BWIFs shall submit a "Quality 
Assurance Plan (QAP)" to the Health Unit within six months of 
the effective date of this Ordinance. New BWIFs shall submit 
a QAP to the Health Unit as part of the application for 
license. This plan shall consist of quality control and 
quality assurance procedures necessary to ensure accurate, 
precise, and valid data for the monitoring equipment at each 


site. 


SECTION 9. RECORD KEEPING 
9.01 Owners or operators shall record and maintain 
a complete, permanent, and legible file on the Continuous 
Emissions Monitoring System to include: 
(a) Measurements: CEM System, monitoring 
devices, and performance tests; 
(b) CEM System performance evaluations; 
(c) CEM System and monitoring devices 


Calibration checks; 
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(d) Adjustments to, and maintenance of CEM 
System and devices; and 

(e) All other data pertinent to the operation 
and evaluation of the CEM System and 


devices. 


9.02 All BWIFs shall submit quarterly summaries of 
CEM emission data results, malfunctions, and corrective 


actions to the Health Unit. 


9.03 All BWIFs shall maintain a record of weight of 
all waste incinerated. This record shall include, at a 
minimum, the date, time, weight in pounds, and whether it was 


biohazardous waste or not.

SECTION 11. ADMINISTRATIVE HEARING UPON RECOMMENDED 





DENIAL OR REVOCATION OF LICENSE 


11.01 When the Environmental Control Officer has 
reasonable cause to believe that grounds for the denial or 
revocation of an application or a license exists, he/she shall 
notify the applicant or licensee in writing, setting forth the 
grounds upon which the license is being denied or revoked. If 
the applicant or licensee makes no written request for a 
hearing to the Clerk of the Environmental Control Hearing 


Board within ten (10) days from receipt of such notice, the

11.02 If a timely written request for hearing is 
made to the Clerk of the Environmental Control Hearing Board, 


a hearing shall be held at the earliest possible date. 


11.03 The Environmental Control Hearing Board shall 
verbally render its recommended order at the hearing, 
recommending that the license be issued, denied, or revoked. 
Said order shall be reduced to writing and sent to the 
applicant or licensee by registered or certified mail, return

SECTION 12. ENFORCEMENT; JUDICIAL REVIEW; APPEALS 


12.01 It shall be a violation of this Ordinance for 
any person to operate, modify or construct any BWIF unless 
he/she has obtained an approval and license pursuant to the 
standards established herein, or to operate a BWIF in 


contravention to a Health Unit license. 


12.92 The Health Unit may pursue all legal and 
equitable remedies made available pursuant to Chapter 77-616, 
Special Act, Laws of Florida, as amended; Chapter 403, Florida 


Statutes, or other Statutes or Ordinances. 


12.03 Any person aggrieved by any decision of the 
Hearing Board shall have the right to appeal such decision to 


the Palm Beach County Circuit Court by Writ of Certiorari. 





SECTION 13. BOARD ORDERS AND CIVIL PENALTIES 
Upon a finding by the Palm Beach County 
Environmental Control Hearing Board that a violation of this 
Ordinance has occurred, said Hearing Board shall issue a 


decision setting forth its findings of fact and conclusions of 
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law and shall issue its order requiring the violator to 


conform with all of the following requirements: 


13.01 Refrain fromcommitting, creating, maintaining 


or permitting the violation(s). 


13.02 Take such affirmative action as the Hearing 


Board deems just and equitable under the circumstances. 


13.03 Make payable of a civil penalty of up to 


$500.00 per day for each violation. 


SECTION 14. REPEAL OF ORDINANCE AND LAWS IN CONFLICT 
Any applicable ordinances or local laws are hereby 
repealed to the extent that they conflict with the provisions 


herein. 


SECTION 15. INCLUSION IN CODE 

It is the intention of the Board of County 
Commissioners and it is hereby ordained that the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code of 
Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida; that the 
sections of this Ordinance may be re-numbered or re-lettered 
to accomplish such intention; and that the word "Ordinance" 
may be changed to "section", "article", or other appropriate 


word. 


SECTION 16. SEVERABILITY 
If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or 
provision of this Ordinance is held unconstitutional, 
inoperative or void by a Court of competent jurisdiction, such 


holding shall not effect the remainder of this Ordinance. 
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SECTION 17. EPFECTIVE DATE 
The provisions of this Ordinance shall become 
effective upon receipt from the Florida Department of State of 
official acknowledgment that this Ordinance has been filed 


with the Department of State.

MINIMUM STANDARDS FOR AN ACCEPTABLE 


WASTE MINIMIZATION AND SEGREGATION PROGRAM 


Requirements for an acceptable program shall include but not 
be limited to: 


Perform preliminary engineering analysis and report of 
the incinerator waste stream. 


Waste Minimization Plan 


a. 


Reduction of the amount of "“biohazardous waste” by 
developing a procedure to control the waste placed 
into the red bag waste stream. 


Selection of alternative products that can be 
sterilized and used again. 


Selection of alternative disposable products that 
do not contain chlorinated plastics, heavy metals, 
sulfur, etc. 


Waste Segregation Plan 


a. 


Removal and recycling of batteries from the 
incinerator waste stream. 


Removal of recyclable and high pollutant wastes 
from the general refuse waste stream. The general 
refuse waste stream was created by minimizing the 
amount of wastes introduced to the red bag waste 
stream. Unlike biohazardous waste, general refuse 
can be sorted, graded and recycled. 


Implementation of a mercury spill program that 
provides specific instructions on cleanup 
procedures as well as disposal other than 
incineration. 


Alternative disposal of liquid laboratory wastes. 


Perform a post engineering analysis and report of the 
incinerator waste stream and predict the reduction of 
pollutant emissions.
